‘‘The  Aristocrat  of  the  South/’  are  without  a 
doubt,  the  most  beautiful,  most  pleasing’,  more  sat¬ 
isfactory,  more  easily  grown  flowering  evergreen 
we  have.

Camellias  are  one  of  our  most  useful  plants.  They 
are  used  by  florists  for  pot  plants  and  design  work;

Camellias  are  more  disease  resistant  than  most 
other  evergreens;  however,  occasionaly  some  are 
attracted  by  Camellia  and  Tea  Scale.  This  scale 
may  be  readily  controlled  by  the  use  of  an  oil  emul¬ 
sion  spray  (Volke  1  part  to  50  parts  of  water.) 
When  using  this  material  the  plants  should  be 
sprayed  early  in  the  morning  or  late  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  in  order  to  prevent  scalding  the  leaves.  Ca¬ 
mellias  should  never  be  sprayed  during  the  Winter 
months.
